bread, or the place where the bread'is. 
The uncovering of our heads is x geſture of re- 
verence onely , and that only amongſt ſome na- 
tions , but not of adoration. Kneeling is a ge- 
{ture of adoration ,: either civill or religious, 
amoneglt all natiens. I will not kneele civilly to 
everie one, ro whom I uncover my head civil- 
ly.

Charles the fift after his fare- 
well ro the wars,ſaluted the Spanish shore in fuch 
an affectionat and proſtrat manner,as his meaneſt 
vaſlall could not ordinarly have ſaluted either him 
or it,withour juſt imputation of grofſe idolatric, 
Dectour Iackſon-figaniay If there come into the 
Kirk one that believeth not, and one that is un- 


learned,and hear one after another propheſie;and 


finding himſelf convinced, and the ſecrets of his 
heart made manifeſt,were it any wonder, ifhe fell 
downon his knees,8:c,1Cor.14.yet ifhe fell down 
before them ordinatly, were itnot idolatrous? 


When it is faid , 1 King. 8. 54. that Salomon. 
kneeled before rhe altar of the Lord , when hee - 
wpreyed at the dedication of the temple, The altar

Vaſquez proveth, that theſe Doctours made the 
image obietum quod, the yerie object paſſive of a- . 


doration,and that both the ſamplar and the.image 
were adored together : For they.uſed the ſame 


reſpect to the images, that other catholicks uſed , 


they uncovered their head to them, they bowed 
.towards theng, kneeled before them, and kiſſed 
them, And Yis hee defendeth to bee the right 
manner, when the image and ſamplar are adored 
. withone adoration, the inward motion, and ſub- 
_ miſhon of minde being carried to the ſamplar , 
and outward fſigne of ſubmiſſion to the image, 
being tranſmitted by the ſpirit, or in thought and 
dclire to the ſamplar. 

This Iefuit reporteth, that in the time of the ſe- 
venth ſynod, their were ſome enemies to images,

imaves, which are the inventions of men, and the 
work of God, or the Sacrament. But wee ſay, In 
the caſe of adoration there is nodifference. If 
the hiſtoricall uſe of images bee lawfull, as ſome 
of them do now maintain,what doth the preſence 
of the image hinder to fall down and worship, if 
their reaſon be good. And if the uſe of images to 
this end bee forbidden, ſo are alfothe creatures. 
Wee eftceme indeed more of the works of God , 
ehen of the work-man-$ship of man. -Wee owe 
more reverence at the hearing of the word , de- 
cent and comely nfage in the participation of the 
Sacrament, which wee owe not to images. Gods 
word and works are'ordained by God for our in- 
ſtruction , and ſoare not images:. But God never 
ordained them to this end, that in them, by them, 
or before them wee should adore him, or any o- 
ther thing wee are put in remembrance of by 
chem. The brazen ſerpent was ſer upupon a pole, 
chat theſe who were ſtigned with the firie ſer- 


pents, looking upon it, might bee cured. Yet 


ſayerh the Icſuit Vaſquez, God commanded them 
eo lookupon it, ſtanding upricht , without any 
adoration , or ſigne of ſubmiſſion. The people 
of God of old kneeled not before their ſacraments 
nor heard the word read, or exponed kneeling. 

Gods works are the book of nature, to teach us 
many things concerning God : But we mult not 


& therefore fall down before the Sun, or Moone; be- 
fore .

fore every greene tree, = affe, a toad, when they 
work at the ſighrof them upon our mindes, and 
move us to conſider Gods goodneſfe, wifdome 
and power, When I am beholding a tree; an aſſe, 
atoad, and conſidering, in them the goodnefle , 
power, and wiſdome of God , I am reading 
the book of nature, contemphting, and gathe- 
ring profitable inſtructions.
